For George Washington, trips 
were a lot less complicated

When George Washington visited 
the Merrimack Valley 200 years ago, 
he wrote in his diary: ‘‘About sun- 
rise I set out, crossing the Merri- 
mack river at the town, over to the 
township of Bradford, and in nine 
miles came to Abbot’s Tavern, in 
Andover, where we breakfasted.”’ 

Latter-day presidents don’t have it 
so easy. Before George Bush even 
steps foot in Andover Sunday, an 


army of Secret Servicemen, advis- 
ers and researchers will have 
checked and re-checked all the 
places the president will be. 
“There’s a lot of preparation that 
goes on beforehand, that goes 
through a series of people,’’ said 
Beverly Henderson, public informa- 
tion director for Phillips Academy, 
where Mr. Bush will celebrate the

Abutters of a proposed condomini- 
um development next to the Shera- 
ton Hotel golf course are concerned 
about the surrounding watershed 
area and the possibility of pollution 
and flooding. 

The area is within the Fish Brook 
watershed, an integral part of the 
town’s water supply. Water from the 
brook is dammed at its inlet to the 
Merrimack River and then pumped 
to Haggetts Pond. 

A public hearing will be held to- 
night at 7 in Memorial Hall Librar- 
y’s second-floor meeting room about 
a petition for variances and special 
permits to allow construction of 30 
condominium units by Harry Axel- 
rod and Andover Real Estate Corp. 

A large turnout is expected be- 
cause of the nature of the variances 
from the state’s and town’s zoning 
bylaws of the watershed protection 
overlay district. Mr. Axelrod pro- 
poses to fill in some of the site area 
and build an access road off Green- 
wood Road. ; 

“This isn’t a new issue to this 
neighborhood,”’ said Frank Firicano 
of 12 Greenwood Road, an abutter of 
the proposed development. 

Mr. Axelrod previously has been 
denied variances to build 33 units on 
the same site. The iand is zoned for 
27 single residences. 

James Brann of 17 Tiffany Lane 
said alternatives for access to the 
site —other than Greenwood Road — 
haven’t been given serious consider- 
ation. Mr. Axelrod owns Lowell 
Street property, a possible access 
that will not disturb the wetlands, 
say abutters. 

Neighbors don’t understand why 
access through Greenwood Road 
and disturbance of the wetlands, 
which are supposed to be protected 
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by law, is the only route being dis- 
cussed, said Mr. Brann. 

The Andover Conservation Com- 
mission issued a permit that would 
allow the Greenwood access under 
conditions provided in the Massa-

Tech teachers 
pay part of 
strike cost

Teachers at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School agreed to pay $20,- 
000 toward the cost of their strike as 
part of last week’s settlement. 

“The $20,000 was part of the con- 
tract settlement. It will go toward 
defraying the cost of the strike and 
will be payed back over a five-year 
period,’ said Joseph Golek, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Feder- 
ation Teachers’ Union. 

The money will go toward legal 
fees and police officers, who were 
present during the teacher’s rallies. 
Jay Porter, a field representative 
for the MFT, who was present at the 
negotiating table, said compensato- 
ry settlements are becoming more 
common in teacher strikes. 

“T wasn’t surpired that the district 
committee asked for punitive dam- 
ages, but I was surprised at the 
amount they asked for,”’ said Mr. 
Porter. 

Mr. Porter said the committee 
originally wanted a much larger 
sum to be paid all at once. 

After five days on strike the teach- 
ers’ union and the Regional School 
Committee reached agreement ear- 
ly Friday morning. The pact includ- 
es the pay schedule the teachers say 
they struck for. 

The teachers voted to strike Oct. 
22. The state Labor Relations board 
ruled the strike illegal that Tuesday. 
The decision was followed by an in- 
junction from Salem Superior Court 
the same day. 

Negotiations broke down Tuesday 
night and strikers ignored the court 
order and picketed Wednesday and 
Thursday. The school committee 
sought civil and criminal sanctions 
against the teachers and another

very lasting impression 


When President George Washing- 
ton made his fleeting visit to And- 
over in 1789, he left a lasting 
impression. 

During his tour of the New En- 
gland states, the new president 
stopped by the Deacon Isaac Abbot 
Tavern, still standing at 70 Elm St. 

The story goes that Washington 
asked little Priscilla Abbot to mend 
his riding glove. When she finished 
the task, Washington sat the child on 
his knee and gave her a kis3, ‘‘which 
so elated Miss Priscilla that she 
would not allow her face to be wash- 
ed again for a week,” according to 
an 1889 issue of The Andover 
TOWNSMAN. 

Washington then paid a visit to his 
friend and supporter, Judge Samuel 
Phillips, founder of Phillips Acade- 
my, and met some other citizens. 

After their visitor left, Judge Phil- 
lips’ wife tied the chair in which he 
had sat with blue ribbon and allowed 
no one to sit there again. She hung 
the chair with funeral crepe when 


the president died. 

Although the Phillips mansion 
burned down in 1887, the two mahog- 
any claw-foot chairs from the house 
are at the Addison Gallery of Ameri- 
can Art on the PA campus. But no 
one really knows which one Wash- 
ington sat in. 


As for the president himself, he 
seemed impressed by the town. 
“The country from Haverhill to And- 
over is good, and well cultivated,”’ 
he wrote in his diary. ‘‘In and about 
the latter (which stands high) it is 


beautiful.” 


To add to its commemoration of 
the first president’s visit, PA is set- 
ting up a special exhibit at the Addi- 
son Gallery. The chairs will be on 
display, said school archivist Ruth 
Quattlebaum, and so will a Gilbert 
Stuart portrait of Washington and 
letters the president wrote to the 
school. Several of Washington’s 
nephews and cousins attended Phil- 
lips.

this weekend. 

After receiving academy docu- 
ments on the celebration, the White 
House sent a group to scout out the 
campus last week. That was the pre- 
advance team. On Monday, the ad- 
vance team descended, taking up 
nearly 50 rooms in the Andover Mar- 
riott. 

“They wanted to know where the 
festivities will be held, how many 
people will be there, what prelimi- 
nary measures we are taking. They 
saw the grounds,” Ms. Henderson 
said. 

Police presence 

Andover Police will put officers on 
campus during Mr. Bush’s visit. Po- 
lice will help the Secret Service and 
campus security keep the sites 
blocked off and check the campus 
before the president arrives. 

‘“‘We’re working with the Secret 
Service,” said Sgt. Kevin Winters. 
“They request from us what they 
need, which is basically extra bod- 
les.” 

Andover sent about 10 officers to 
Phillips when Mr. Bush visited in 
1987, Sgt. Winters said. ‘‘This is just 
more secure, more elaborate,’’ he 
said. 

The White House also sent a team 
of researchers to find out everything 
from what Washington did in And- 
over to who’s living in Mr. Bush’s 
former dorm room. 

About 3,000 Phillips students, fac- 
ulty, staff and trustees have been in- 
vited to a convocation on the Vista, 
the lawn in front of Samuel Phillips 
Hall, bordering Main Street. If the 
weather’s bad, the convocation will 
be moved to the academy’s Cage. 

After the ceremony, Mr. Bush will 
plant a tree on campus descended 


from one originally planted at the 
White House by John Quincy Adams. 
After a small reception at the Phelps 
House, he will head to a larger re- 
ception at Borden Gymnasium. 

PA unflappable 

You’d think the staff of PA would 
be in a flurry of excitement, but they 
are, for the most part, undaunted. 
After all, Mr. Bush, a 1942 PA grad- 
uate, has been back to his alma 
mater before, most recently as vice 
president. 

“T would say because the presi- 
dent’s coming, we’ll be doing some 
things special,’’ said Thomas Pool, 
director of food services, who will be 
overseeing the food served at the re- 
ceptions. ‘“‘But we really haven’t de- 
cided yet. We’ve had (famous) 
people before.” 

Fritz Diegisser, who is finishing 
his tenure as chief of PA security, is 
equally unfazed. ‘‘We may put some 
more (officers) on. They look at 
what’s going on, to look for any spe- 
cial problems, any troublemaker, 
anybody that’s coming in from the 
outside,’’ he said. ‘‘For us, it’s just 
another one of those things. We don’t 
get that excited; we’ve seen it be- 
fore.’’ 

To underscore the diversity of the 
PA community, the academy will 
conclude Latin Arts Week during the 
bicentennial convocation. Readings 
will probably culminate the week- 
long celebration of Latin-American 
achievements, Ms. Henderson said. 

Inviting the president to the Wash- 
ington convocation was the idea of 
PA trustee R.L. Ireland III of New 
York, a personal friend of Mr. Bush.

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Study says keys to success still 
long hours, hard work, service 


Long hours, hard work and good serv- 
ice are still the key ingredients for entre- 
preneurial success, according to a study 
by the National Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business’ research foundation and 
American Express. 

The key findings of the study were: 


e Long, but not excessive hours, make a 
difference. Eighty percent of those who 
worked between 60 and 69 hours a week 
remained in business after three years. 
The survival rate of those who worked 
more than 69 hours a week actually 
dropped (75 percent) as did those who 
worked fewer hours (76 percent). 


e Service is more important than low 
prices. Companies emphasizing better 
service (82 percent) had a higher survival 
rate than those who relied on price cut- 
ting (70 percent) as a stragegy. ‘“‘Good 
service is just good business strategy,’ 
NFIB Senior Research Fellow William J. 
Dennis said. ‘‘The idea that customers al- 
ways chase low prices is clearly un- 
founded.” 


¢ Small-business owners who held down 
a second job are less likely to succeed 
than those who devote full time to the 
company. More than three-fourths (78 
percent) of those who concentrated solely 
on one venture survived, 8 percentage 
points more than those who attempted 
double duty. 


¢ Starting a small business with a posi- 


1 8 ow more than YOU would mage Three distinctive shoppe \ with a total of Seve w 
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tive attitude pays off. Those who believed 
they had a nine-to-one chance at surviv- 
ing in the business world fared better (82 
percent) than those who gave themselves 
only six-to-one odds.

The number 13 will be lucky for a re- 
cord number of people who plan to give 
up cigarettes for 24 hours on Thursday, 
Nov. 16 — the day of the American Can- 
cer Society’s 13th annual Great American 
Smokeout. 

The Smokeout enters its teen years with 
an ambitious goal — for 20 percent of the 
nation’s 50 million smokers to breathe 
only clean air for a day. If someone meets 
the challenge of quitting for one day, he 
or she is a step closer to becoming a per- 
manent non-smoker, said Nick Ingala, 
chairman of the American Cancer Socie- 
ty’s Massachusetts division public infor- 
mation committee. 

“Tt takes several tries for most people 
before they quit cigarettes for good,’ he 
said. ‘“The Great American Smokeout is a 
light-hearted celebration that creates an 
atmosphere of public support for quitters. 
The positive side can help carry people 
through the difficult moments when the 
craving for nicotine strikes.”’ 

During the 1988 Smokeout, 18.4 million 
Americans participated by either quitting 
or cutting down during the 24-hour period, 
he said. Of the participants, 3.4 million 
were still not smoking one to three days 
later. 

“The Great American Smokeout is 
bcoming a teenager at a time when smok- 
ing prevention and cessation for teens is 
emerging as a crucial issue,” Mr. Ingala 
said. More than 50 percent of all current 
adult smokers were already hooked on 
cigarettes by the time they were 13, he 
said. 

Seven percent of sixth-graders in Mas- 
sachusetts are already addicted to nic- 
otne. Schools will participate in the 
Smokeout as will hospitals, companies 
and community organizations. 

“The average age to start smoking in 
Massachusetts is now 10 years old,” Mr. 
Ingala said. Of all Massachusetts resi- 
dents under age 19, more than 80,000 will 
eventually be killed by tobacco, accord- 
ing to Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health statistics. Ninety percent of 
lifetime smokers will have started by the 
time they graduate from high school.

How infants’ sight is measured

Babies can’t read eye charts, making it 
difficult for doctors to tell if and how well 
infants see. The question, until recently, 
seemed to defy resolution. 

One answer, developed by Dr. Anthony 
M. Norcia and his associates at the 
Smith-Kettlewell Institute of Vision, San 
Francisco, is a computerized system 
measuring the brain waves generated 
when a baby sees an image. 

They find that infants only 1 to 4 weeks 
old can see details much better than once 
believed. And by 8 months, their vision is 
nearly as acute as that of adults. 

The study results were reported at a 
science writers seminar held by Re- 
search to Prevent Blindness, the national 
voluntary organization that supports re- 
search into all blinding diseases. 

The scientists record the brain’s elec- 
trical activity as the baby is shown in- 
creasingly finer black-and-white stripe 
patterns on a television screen. If the 
child’s visual system is processing the 
image, the brain waves increase at exact- 
ly the same rate as the stripes are chang- 
ing. A computer calculates the smallest 
stripe or detail to which the baby’s eyes 
respond. 

Our complex visual systems develop 
very rapidly during the first months of 
life, says Dr. Norcia. These early months 
are a critical time because connections 
are being established between the visual 
system and the brain. Defects in focusing 
can produce fuzzy images projected upon 
the retina. 

Left uncorrected, this can lead to amb- 
lyopia, the loss of visual acuity, or to

crossed eyes. With early detection, sur- 
gery or spectacles can align the eyes, re- 
storing good vision. 


Some 2 to 5 percent of infants have a 
binocular vision problem. The Norcia 
team is developing a method of measur- 
ing how well babies can see motion and 
depth, measures that will show how well 
their eyes are working together. 


In another test a camera system checks 
for refractive errors in each eye and de- 
termines if the eyes are aligned. ‘“‘We 
have screened over 400 infants, with this 
system and have found a high correlation 
with conventional measurement tech- 
niques,’ Dr. Norcia says. 


The scientists hope to develop a reliable 
instrument that semi-skilled personnel 
can use to do inexpensive screening, ref- 
cue problems to eye-care profession- 
als.

Teacher returns from 
Peace Corps assignment 


New Hampshire and Botswana are 
worlds apart georgraphically and cultu- 
rally, but North Andover native Chris Ro- 
kous is learning to make the adjustment. 

After teaching in Africa as a Peace 
Corps volunteers, Mr. Rokous is back in 


the United States, where he’s continuing _ 


his teaching careers at Kimball Union 
Academy. 

Mr. Rokous said he decided early that 
teaching ‘was what he wanted to do. 
Inspired by the example of teachers when 
he attended Phillips Academy, he em- 
barked on his career by joining the Peace 
Corps after college. 

Mr. Rokous was assigned to Botswana 
where he taught students he described as 
motivated, respectful and eager. Botswa- 
na, situated on the northern border of 
South Africa, stands alone as a multi-par- 
ty, democratically run country that main- 
tains a determinedly capitalist outlook 
despite being surrounded by socialist or 
communist states. Mr. Rokous said his 
experience forced him to question many 
of the assumptions he had grown up with. 

Education is the only tool that can help 
the Botswanan from the Kalahari desert 
or other isolated area improve his lot, but 
Mr. Rokous wondered if he was justified 
in drawing a man away from the culture 
of his ancestors into a world where educa- 
tion will not necessarily mean employ- 
ment? The discovery of diamonds has 
made Botswana rich and given the pop- 
ulation materialistic incentives, but it has 
not provided full employment, he said. 

Still, it was exciting to be able to con- 
tribute to a non-racist country where the 
government is investing in an infrastruc- 
ture of schools, hospitals, dams and other

projects that will help the people, he said. 
Trying to find the right words to describe 
the people, Mr. Rokous said the Botswa- 
nans are “‘the nicest people I have ever 
met, the most friendly and caring.” 


Although his current job is teaching 
children who are privileged, Mr. Rokous 
sees his role at Kimball Union Academy 
as no less of a challenge than he found in 
the Peace Corps. He feels he has returned 
with a more humanistic approach: the de- 
sire to educate the whole person, to deal 
with moral values. 

In his new post, ‘‘we do everything we 
can possibly do for them: we do not let 
kids fall by the wayside, but help them to 
do the best they can for themselves,’’ Mr. 
Rokous said.

member of the marching band (1947-’52) 
and played a base drum. She originally 
planned to march as a majorette, but, 
while attending an invitational at Boston 
College, she traded her baton for drum 
sticks. She was in the seventh grade at 
the time in the East Junior High School 
wing. She later went on to play the base 
drum in her freshman year at Fisher Ju- 
nior College. 

Ms. Camasso remembers the uniforms 
were one-piece, long-sleeved dresses with 
no warmth. Skirt length varied according 
to the position held in the band, but most 
knees were covered. Color combination 
also distinguished position: marchers 
wore blue with gold trim; the head color 
guard wore white with blue trim; and the 
head majorette wore white with gold 
trim. Everyone wore brown and white 
saddle shoes and bucket-type hats with 
large plumes. 

Barbara (Hall) Botch, on snare drum, 
shared marching band experiences. She 
works in data processing at town hall 
with Barbara (Downs) Morache and Deb- 
bie (Grey) Baril. They marched for the 
band in the ’70s. 

Glenda (Norton) Shaake graduated in 
the class of ’65 from what is now known as 
West Middle School. She works at Memo- 
rial Hall Library and is the mother of ju- 
nior Geoff Shaake, who plays trumpet for 
the 89 marching band. Ms. Shaake 
twirled her baton as a majorette for two 
years before sharing co-head majorette 
with Wendy Noyes in the fall of ’64. They 
helped direct the marching of 50 playing 
members, 25 majorettes and one line of 
flags. 

Two songs head majorette Betty Mac- 
Millen led were ‘“‘Hey, Look Me Over”’ 
and the ‘‘Notre Dame Fight Song,”’ which 
was the school song until the mid ’60s 
when the current AHS fight song was 
adopted. 

The hemlines rose in the ’60s to about 
four inches above the knees. The all-girl 
band wore short-skirted, one-piece, 
heavy, satin-lined military looking uni-

Marchers wore light blue with 
white epaulettes. Head majorette wore 
white with gold epaulettes. Co-head majo- 
rettes wore white with light blue epau- 
lettes. Plumed hats and white boots 
finished off the uniforms. 

Ms. Shaake’s family and relatives have 
been involved with the high school mar- 
chinhg bands since the mid ’40s when her 
aunt, Bernice (Bryant) Downs, was a 
head majorette. Ms. Downs’ three daugh- 
ters each became a head majorette: Ca- 
thy (percussion), 1970; Barbara 
(percussion), 1973; and Leslie (majo- 
rette), 1976.

Elementary-aged children may encoun- 
ter classmates who speak a different lan- 
guage, follow unfamiliar cultural 
customs or simply look different. 

More than 8 million immigrants, 
mostly from Asia and Latin America, 
have settled in this country in the past 
decade. According to the U.S. Office of 
Refugee Resettlement’s estimates, near- 
ly one-third of these recent arrivals are 
under age 18, and 4 percent are under age 


“These children must adapt to a variety 
of new customs, a new language and new 
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Accepting classmates from other cultures 


teaching methods while trying to fit in so- 
cially with classmates and neighborhood 
children. Without understanding why, 
many American-native children may feel 
afraid, uncomfortable or even hostile to- 
ward these newcomers, educators said. 
There are steps parents can take to help 
children process and understand their 
feelings. 

“The first step is learning about differ- 
ences in a positive context,’’ says Dr. Su- 
san Swap, chairman of the professional 
studies department at Wheelock College 
in Boston. She suggests that parents read

stories about people from other cultures 
to their 4- and 5-year-olds and talk about 
the contributions made by individuals 
from different cultures and countries. 
“The way we talk about difference is im- 
portant,”’ she says. 

The way parents behave can provide a 
positive model for children, according to 
Dr. Swap. If parents exhibit an interest in 
learning about other cultures and express 
admiration for the richness of another 
culture, Dr. Swap says children will be 
predisposed to respond positively to dif- 
ferences in the children they encounter.

Parents can also help by collaborating 
with their children’s teachers. ‘Teachers 
should try to reach out to all parents, in- 
cluding those who are ethnically, racially 
or linguistically diverse,’’ Dr. Swap says. 
This might mean visitng at home, cre- 
ating links between new parents and par- 
ents who know the school or inviting 
parents to a class breakfast. 

“Kids need to feel that they really be- 
long; they need to see a connection be- 
tween home and school and community,”’ 
she says. 

Some parents might be willing to work 
with teachers to arrange field trips and 
other activities they can be a part of. 

In her book, Teaching and Learning in 
a Diverse World: Multicultural Educa- 
tion for Young Children, Patricia G. 
Ramsey, assistant professor at Mount 
Holyoke College in South Hadley, warns 
aganst relying on traditional tools and 
methods, such as facts, artifacts, maps 
and stories about famous people when in- 
corporating cultural information into the 
classroom or home. “‘Abstract categories 
such as ‘Japanese’ and ‘Israeli,’ which do 
not have any intrinsic meaning for chil- 
dren are often introduced and used to cat- 
egorize and describe people, foods, music 
and art,” writes Ms. Ramsey. ‘“‘All too 
often, multicultural education becomes a 
series of fact-focused lessons that are in- 
appropriate for the children’s stage of de- 
velopment.”’ 

“Ignoring the difference and treating 
all children as if they were the same 
won’t work,” says Nancy Lauter-Klatell, 
associate professor at Wheelock College. 
She recommends that parents and teach- 
ers acknowledge the differences, framing 
each in a positive way that implies that

everyone has something unique to offer. 
She suggests discussing concrete and vi- 
sual issues important to children, such as 
hairstyles. Other positive activities for 
younger chilren include role play with 
dolls that represent diversity and self- 
portraits done in a variety of colors. 

According to Ms. Lauter-Klatell, young- 
er children tend to focus on single differ- 
ences, so it is important to address 
differences created by gender and disabi- 
lities such as glasses, hearing aids and 
wheelchairs, in addition to differences in 
skin color, hair and facial features. “Try 
to help them see what’s the same, not just 
what’s different,” she says.

marching from grades nine through 12 
(1971-’74). 


The years these two alumnae span cov- 
er major. AHS marching band changes. 
The small boys’ band wore navy blue 
sweaters, yellow ties, pants and shoes. In 
1968 the hoys donned navy blazers, yellow 
ties, gray slacks and white bucks. 


But the major change came in 1971. 
The band became coed for the first time. 
Allthough a “‘new” band was formed, the 
uniforms of the ’60s were worn until 1973 
when military style uniforms were given 
to all except the color guard, who wore 
one-piece, short-skirted uniforms. The 
colors were royal blue with white epau- 
lettes. 


Alfio Graceffa directed the band from 
1970 to 1981. Show tunes and contempo- 
rary music began to predominate the 
more military style of the past. However, 
the band had limited marching skill. Gen- 
erally, through the ’60s and into the ’70s 
the bands continued to make such config- 
urations as a letter, turkey and steam- 
boat. Once in position, they would play 
their music. 


Another major innovation came in 1979 
when the Golden Warriors were intro- 
duced to competing with other high school 
marching bands. The skill of marching 
while playing had to be practiced and im- 
proved and, if the band was to compete, 
new uniforms were in order. Since 1989 
the AHS marching band has been recog- 
nized by their white cowboy hats, medi- 
um blue pants with wide yellow stripes 
down the sides and yellow shirts with blue 
accents. The band will have a new con- 
temporary look by 1990. 


Allan Minkkinen took over as high 
school marching director in 1982 and ’83, 
after assisting Mr. Graceffa for three 
years. He helped the band progress with 
its marching while playing routines. He 
also helped the band become recognized 
as an equal in competition. 


Mr. Minkkinen continues to promote

Chuck Edgerly, baritone horn; Ken Ga- 
ble, alto sax; Joey McLean, tenor sax; 
Ben Medler, trombone; and Geoff 
Shaake, trumpet) played their three band 
pieces in the 9 foot by 12 foot studio.

Founder of children’s theater gives valuable lessons 


By Susan O’Neill 


Thursday, 6:45 p.m. Fifty-six children in fairy-tale 
costumes lie prone in the aisles of Memorial 
Auditorium at Doherty Middle School. Except for the 
tapping of a foot and a furtive whisper or two, it is 
very quiet. 

From the stage above them, Josie Walker, director 
of the Merrimack Junior Theatre Company, surveys 
her young charges. Satisfied, she claps her hands. 
“OK, people...’’ She pronounces the word pea-pole. 
“You can get up now.” 

They sit up, more collected than the children who 
had stormed into the auditorium minutes before in 
their brand-new costumes. It’s time to get down to 
the business of the night, two hours of rehearsal on a 
musical number for the second act of Jack and the 
Beanstalk. 

The time-out is pure Josie Walker, the freckled, 
round, 47-year-old women who orders her cast to 
bawl out their feet for making too much noise 
onstage, directs them to link hands and pledge 
mutual support when scene-stealing has run rampant 
and ends each rehearsal with a call for hugs. 

With a determination to get the job done and a 
gently quirky sense of humor, Mrs. Walker exacts 
hard work from her young casts; the theater they 
produce has, in two seasons, earned a reputation that 
draws auditioning talent from as far as Reading, 
Lowell and Salem, N.H. 

A Kansas native, Mrs. Walker has lived in Andover 
for 17 years. In addition to the communitywide 
theater programs she has instituted and run—the 
MJT, the town-sponsored 30-member Confetti Kids 
children’s performance workshop and its precursor 
Jelly Beans, a former YMCA offering—she has 
worked as a music teacher for the past seven years at 
West Elementary School. 

Although she had directed musicals elsewhere, 
Mrs. Walker came to local theater through the oldest 
of her three children, daughter Shorey, now 19 and a 
music major at the University of Miami. As a kid, the 
younger Walker performed in Andover Community 
Theatre children’s productions; when a directoral 
position fell vacant when its previous owner moved 
out of town, Mrs. Walker filled it. 

For several seasons she directed ACT’s children’s 
productions. Two years ago she and a core of

Andover parents formed MJT because they felt 
children’s theater could be better served by a 
company designed exclusively for children.

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Old mill building turned into rehearsal complex 


The sounds of busy looms in what 
were once mill buildings will soon be 
replaced by contemporary music 
from up-and-coming musicians. 

Independent Sound & Entertain- 
ment Co., a music rehearsal com- 
plex, is set to open this month in 
Lawrence. It’s not easy to find re- 
hearsal space, said company presi- 
dent and general manager Peter 
Keys. 

‘Musicians have _ traditionally 
gotten a bad rap due to the general 
public’s misconception of their life- 


style and habits, as well as the fact 
that they are loud and noisy,”’ Mr. 
Keys said. “It is because of this that 
building owners are blunt about not 
allowing space to be used for this 
purpose. It is very similar to the rea- 
sons why bands don’t last too long 
rehearsing in the neighborhood 
basement.”’ 

After a hunt that lasted more than 
a year, Mr. Keys says he’s finally 
found a facility to help bands get 
their shows and material together. 

“The pricing of such rehearsal 


rooms in Boston itself is so ridicu- 
lous and high that it is out of reach 
for most bands starting out. Or if the 
price is within reach, it is usually a 
case of sharing the same room with 
another band to cut costs,’’ Mr. Keys 
said. “Because my own roots origi- 
nate from being a musician, INSE- 
CO is holding true in keeping rental 
costs down, supplying only single- 
band rooms and giving ample 
square footage not found in other 
complexes.”’ 

However, there is a_ trade-off. 


“Because we’re operating on an ex- 
tremely low margin, this means 
we'll be .taking the no-frills ap- 
proach,”’ Mr. Keys said. ‘“You won’t 
find any hot tubs here, just a large 
room at a price you can afford, in a 
place that it’s permitted.”

Plastic recycling still does live in And- 
over, even though two types of plastic had 
to be refused in October. 

All milk, juice and water jugs (rinsed 
out, please, and squashed) are very ac- 
ceptable. 

Foam trays that come under meat and 
packaged fresh vegetables are the easiest 
for the householder to store. They go 
straight to Plastics Again in Leominister 
where they are made into polystyrene 
foam pellets and those into rigid plastic 
fast food trays, for instance, and desk 
plastic office products. 

Other plastic materials like food con- 
tainers (peanut butter jars, salad dress- 
ing bottles) and detergent containers, 
etc., are also collected at the recycling 
bin, but no foam packaging material or 
plastic bags. From here we can’t find a 
market to sell these. 

We are fortunate to be able to recycle 
as much plastic as people will bring us. 
Bans on the use of many plastic products 
are being instituted in quite a few places. 
Suffolk County, New York, Minneapolis- 
St. Paul, Minn., Portland, Oregon, Berke- 
ly, Calif., have passed bans on the use of 
polystyrene because of the harmful 
chemical compounds that go into landfills 
or up the incinerator chimney to affect 
the ozone layer of the atmosphere. Ten 
states this year are considering bans. 

Chemical companies are fighting the 
bans, of course, and some of them are 
promoting recycling as an alternative. 
Plastics Again is a joint venture between 
Mobil Chemical and Genpak Corp. Amoco 
Corp. has a similar plant in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and these two are the big tests as to 
whether recycling polystyrene will really 
work. 

The two things that stand in the way 
are the collection process (either getting 
the consumer to sort and separate or find- 
ing a commercial means of having this 
done) and finding markets for the re- 
cycled product. There are markets on a 
limited basis but will they expand and 
continue? 

An innovative plan that is working in 
Perryville, Mo., where blocks of expand- 
ed polystyrene are being made, is a direct 
use-reuse situation. The original man- 
ufacturer takes back the leftover materi- 
al from the companies they sell to and 
grind, heat and compact the waste from 
their own process to make new blocks. It 
has worked so well that the company is 
seeking other supplies to recycle. 

Right now they have the capacity to 
make more recycled foam and customers 
to buy it, but not enough recyclers from 
whom to buy the old material. They are 
considering contacting waste haulers 
willing to separate what they want from 
the waste stream. Looks like we all are 
going to have to get into the act.

The landfill is open Saturdays and 
Wednesday afternoon to receive leaves. 
But have you thought how much easier it 
would be to rake them to the rear of your

Short-sighted view on gas nozzles

Mr. Finneran in his Oct. 19 col- 
umn took a very short-sighted 
view of the new gas nozzles that 
will control emissions and reduce 
smog. 


The bottom line is NOT that gas 
will cost 4 to 6 cents more per gal- 
lon. The bottom line IS that 6 per 
1,000 gas attendants will not get 
cancer (a rate higher than what 
alar residue in apple juice and 
sauce is believed to cause). 

Additional benefit is the reduc- 
tion of smog, which will result in 
longer lifetime for paint on surfac- 
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es (i.e. longer time between re- 
painting one’s house). Nylon 
stockings and other synthetic tex- 
tiles will have a longer lifetime, 
damage to lungs will be reduced 
(smog causes accumulative, chro- 
nic damage) and reduction in 
damage to masonry. 

By reducing lung damage and 
cancer our medical insurers will 
Save money and will not have to 
raise their rates as rapidly. 

All in all, the savings might 
equal or exceed the costs, al- 
though the money saved is not as 
obvious as the costs will be.
